“Bridgie” Webber, the second of the so-called "informers” in
jhe Rosenthal murder case, carried the colors of the prosecution at
the trial of Charles Becker yesterday without materially lowering
them to the defence. Webber's story of the murder plot, with
Becker as the vortex, dovetailed into that of “Bald Jack™ Rose, the
chief witness for the people, to a nicety.

Webber was under a severe cross-examination by Martin T.
Manton, Becker's chief counsel, for three hours, .

While apparently unshaken on the vital points of his testimony,
the “striking similarity” of his narrative. in incident and language, to
that of Rose was continually emphasized by counsel for the defence

A mass of “negative” evidence, in the form of affidavits of al-
leged conversations and statements by the state’s three informers,
Rose, Webber and Vallon, purporting to show that Becker had been
*ramed” bv the gamblers and was innocent of any part in the mur-
fer. was introduced by the defence on the cross-examination of
Webber.
